Small, feisty band of women battles stereotypes 
for respect in Chicago’s shrinking stand-up scene

FOR REDEYE 

While some might spend the final five min- 
utes before hosting a comedy show running 
through their material or pacing around 
offstage, Beth Stelling was too busy getting 
a hug. Fellow comedian Kat Herskovic had 
just given Stelling a red floral print dress she’d 
found in her closet with the promise, “This 
will look good on you.” 

A few moments later. Tiffany Puterbaugh 
walked into the dimly lit pub where Stelling 
was about to go on, and the three exchanged 
more embraces. 

But, for these young comics, when the hugs 
end, the bawdy banter begins, and that means 
pointed barbs about sex, bodily functions and 
things you’d more likely hear coming out of a 
locker room. 

Welcome to the world of the few, the 
proud, the underground female stand-up 
comics in Chicago. 

In a city where male stand-ups drasti- 
cally outnumber women— and stand-up 
itself often is overshadowed by Second City 
and the famous improv and sketch comedy 
scene— the handful of young female comics 
performing frequently on the North Side 
resembles a small but sassy sorority 

“We found ourselves in a similar place in our 
lives— hardworking female comics in Chicago 
performing very original material— so we felt 
we were supposed to meet this year,” said 
Stelling, 23. She noted that earlier this year, she 
and a group of female comics who regularly 
perform at the weekly “Entertaining Julia” 
show at Town Hall Pub in Boystown deemed 
2008 “The Year of the Lady” 

“We’re just girls and we like being around 
other ladies to chat and hang out and maybe 
discuss boyfriends, whatever,” said come- 
dian Fay Canale, 31. “Life is hard when you’re 
around 40 drunk dudes for three hours, so 
you gotta stick together.” 

I hate female comedians, but ... 

Besides dealing with drunken patrons, 
female comics also have to fight stereotypes 
and misplaced expectations. 

Many say they hear from audience mem- 


bers that they expect 
women to be unfunny 
or that the material 
will focus exclusively 
on menstrual cycles 
and women’s issues. 

“The audience 
prepares themselves 
right off the bat, for 
better or for worse,” 
said Stelling, whose 
routine often incor- 
porates stories about 
her family “The bot- 
tom line is: If it’s 
funny. I’ll use it.” 

Said writer/stand- 
up comic Julianna 
Forlano: “Women 

have hurdles, certain 
obstacles they have 
to face in this busi- 
ness. I get this when 
I perform a lot, ‘I hate female comedians, but 
you were pretty funny’ Right, that’s a compli- 
ment? I hear that all the time, and males don’t 
have to hear anything like that.” 

Encounters like these might help explain 
why there are fewer women than men in the 
stand-up world. It may also be a case that 
the act of standing up in front of a room of 
strangers and telling them jokes is an innately 
male activity, said Dave Odd, who books the 
monthly all-female Ha Ha Hotties comedy 
show at Edge Comedy Club in West Town. 

“Many girls who want to do comedy go the 
improv route. It’s safe, and there’s a team or 
family of people there. It’s a less intimidating 
environment,” Odd said. 

Another obstacle is one the fellas also 
face— diminished audiences as a whole. 

In the stand-up boom in the late ’80s and 
early ’90s, when nationally known comedians 
like Eddie Murphy, Sam Kinison and Paula 
Poundstone ruled the airwaves, there were as 
many as 17 full-time comedy clubs in Chicago, 
said Bert Haas, who books shows for Zanies 
in Old Town— the city’s only remaining club 
from those days. But by the mid-’90s the 
stand-up trend fizzled.

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“We’re the redheaded stepchild, a third-tier 
entertainment choice in Chicago now,” Odd 
said. “One of the problems is that {the] major 
stand-up comedians you see on TV— Carlos 
Mencia and Dane Cook— are the faces, and 
they’re horrible. 

‘And there are other guys still out there 
doing Lorena Bobbitt jokes, so people see 
that on TV and say, ‘Why do I want to pay 
$9 for that?’ ” 

Said comedy producer Elizabeth McQuern, 
who edits the local comedy blog The Bastion: 
“In terms of numbers, there are a lot more 


improv and sketch shows and performers in 
Chicago than stand-up, and again, the improv 
influence shapes the unique style of stand-up 
in Chicago. It’s more spontaneous, theatrical 
and character-based.” 

Making ends meet 

There are plenty of open mics and shows 
in bars like Schubas and Town Hall across the 
city, but few places where comics can receive 
major exposure or get paid good money for 
their work. 

Canale said she aspires to be a comic

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full time, but for now has to keep a day job at 
Starbucks because a lot of the time, she is paid 
for her two-to-three performances a week in free 
food and beer. 

Herskovic plans to pull up stakes and move to 
L.A. this month, joining a list of promising com- 
ics who have fled Chicago for the more fertile 
scenes in L.A. and New York. The 29 -year old, 
introduced as “the second coming of Gracie 
Allen” at a recent show at Zanies, said there are 
more opportunities out West. 

Comics likeTJ. Miller, Lil Rel and South Siders 
Shawn Morgan and Vanessa Fraction have made 


names for themselves in the city, but Me Quern 
called Chicago “a sort of grad school for come- 
dians.” 

“If we really want to work, the entertainment 
industry is 90 percent in L.A., and about 8 percent 
in NewTbrk, so after a few years of studying here, 
we find ourselves trying to decide between coasts 
and then making plans to split,” McQuern said. 

The comedians who do stay in Chicago try to 
support one another as much as they can, Stelling 
said, adding that she is working with others to put 
together a Chicago Ladies of Comedy tour on 
college campuses. 


Canale, for example, made it a point to befriend 
Stelling after she moved to Chicago last year from 
Ohio and began doing stand-up. “When you are 
new to the scene, it’s good to have a lady take you 
under a wing,” Canale said. 

After watching Stelling and others at the Town 
Hall show, Erin Liston, 27, of Lakeview, said she 
would be excited to see more women comics in 
the future. 

“I usually don’t like stand-up, but this was 
great,” said Liston. “I like to see funny confident 
women kick ass up there.”

The Rios deal

The scene: Rios D’Sudamerica partied 
into the wee hours last night. And yes, 
if you must know, it’s still feeling a bit 
fuzzy from that last caipirinha. But 
since early August, Buckt own’s festive 
pan-South American spot 
has been rising early for 
brunch. 

White tablecloths, 
white suede chairs and 
soaring ceilings make for 
stylish surroundings, while 
the Latin music drifting 
out of huge floor speak- 
ers almost carries you off 
to another land. Splashy 
murals of South American landmarks 
(Machu Picchu is on one wall, “Christ 
the Redeemer” watches over Rio 
de Janeiro from atop Corcovado on 
another), however, are there to remind 
you exactly where you’re not. 

Since brunch has been running for 
only a few weeks, the scene is tame. 
'Young couples and families fill a few 
tables indoors and on the small side- 


walk cafe fronting Armitage Avenue, 
and you’re not likely to have to wait 
for a seat. 

The cuisine: Rios draws influences 
from across South America, making 
for some hearty a.m. offerings— espe- 
cially if you call a double 
latte breakfast during the 
week. 

Light appetites might 
be satisfied with a single 
tamale ($4). For some- 
thing more substantial, 
try the lomos aljugo ($7), 
a stew-like meal of steak 
with tomatoes and onions. 
The broth from the 
slow-simmered meat and veggies is 
irresistible, and the dish is served with 
a hunk of crusty bread perfectly suited 
for sopping up the stuff The rustic 
Peruvian breakfast dish known as 
chicharones fritos ($7) isn’t as likely to 
have you savoring every bite. The fried 
cubes of salted pork are supposed 
to be a little dry, but ours seemed on 
their way to becoming pork jerky

CALABASAS, Calif. As fictional lovers go, bub- 
bly blond Sookie Stackhouse and tall, pale 
Bill Compton are as massively mismatched as 
they come. After all, Sookie (Anna Paquin) is 
exuberantly human and Bill (Stephen Moyer) 
is, well, totally undead in HBO’s flamboyant 
new vampire saga, “True Blood.” 

“Bill is really genteel but that doesn’t 
stop him from being blood-hungry” Moyer 
says of his menacing 173 -year-old character 
in “True Blood,” adapted for TV from the 
popular series of Southern vampire novels 
by Charlaine Harris. 

“The tension between Bill and Sookie 
is quite palpable,” Moyer says in between 
scenes in which the courtly vampire, who 
fought for the Confederacy in the Civil 
War, escorts his lady friend Sookie, a tele- 
pathic roadhouse waitress, home on a dark 
and eerie night. 

That sexually suggestive tension is key to 
“True Blood,” premiering Sunday night. Set 
in a small Louisiana town, the edgy series 
chronicles a time when synthetic blood sup- 
plies enable Bill and other vampires to live 
openly among humans, without necessarily 
feeding on them. 

Like Barnabas Collins in the classic vam-

pire soap opera “Dark Shadows” (1966- 
1971), Bill has returned to his ancestral 
home, where he woos Sookie and tries to fit 
into human society Like Barnabas, Moyer’s 
Bill is an unresolved paradox— part seduc- 
tive protagonist, part menacing monster. 

“He’s not typically vampiric,” says Moyer, 
who played a vampire in the Brit miniseries 
“Ultraviolet.” No long black cape and ghoul- 
ish grin for Bill, who dresses yuppie-casual. 
“But we do get to see him sort of sex-starved 
at one point,” Moyer says. ‘And there are 
moments when he is quite confrontational 
with other vampires, when other people are 
predatory with Sookie.” 


“True Blood” also pushes the content 
boundaries of premium cable, with plenty 
of extravagantly gushing arteries and over- 
the-top bedroom antics— all mixed with a 
good dose of Southern gothic goofiness. 

Still, vampire series are not always sure- 
fire. Last season, CBS spiked “Moonlight,” 
despite its loyal following for undead hero 
Mick St.John (Alex O’Loughlin). 

Like “Moonlight,” “True Blood” plays on 
the thrill of a vampire-human hookup. But 
the mechanics of Bill and Sookie ’s romance 
proved tricky for Moyer and Paquin during 
filming. 

“Tbu do get fangs caught in places,” 
Paquin says, remembering her first lip lock 
with Bill’s teeth, which pop down when he’s 
lost in bloodlust. “Perhaps it’s like people 
with braces trying to make it work. Puncture 
wounds aside, one gets used to it.” 

The events in the 12 episodes play out 
over a fast and furious two-week period, 
like they do in Harris’ first vampire novel, 
“Dead Until Dark.” 

The series greatly expands on some of the 
characters, including Sookie’s bumbling and 
sexually indefatigable brother Jason (Ryan 
Kwanten). 

“They’ve given me some really outra- 
geous storylines,” Kwanten says. “Jason ... 
thinks he’s Louisiana’s answer to Casanova. 
Any reservations or inhibitions I had before 
starting the show have well and truly gone 
now in a good way,” he says of his sex 
scenes.

It’s one of the few three-letter four- 
letter words, and Jennifer McLagan 
wants you to embrace it. 

Fat. 

In all its many, wondrous and 
tasty forms, fat is the subject and 
title of McLagan’s recent cook- 
book. But it’s the subtitle that 
makes it clear where she’s com- 
ing from: “An Appreciation of 
a Misunderstood Ingredient, 
with Recipes.” 

Yen’ll need to put down your 
fat-free frozen yogurt for this 
one. The book, equal parts sci- 
ence, history and cooking, is 
divided into four simple chap- 
ters— butter, pork fat, poultry 
fat, and beef and lamb fats. 

Each chapter walks the 
reader through the fat of 
choice. The butter chap- 
ter, for example, includes 
instructions for making but- 
ter and recipes for using it, such as 
brown butter ice cream and butter-poached 
scallops. 

The pork section even includes an allur- 
ing recipe for spiced pork crackling (fried pig 
skin). 

McLagan offers no apologies. As she says 
in the introduction, “Fat makes everything

taste better, and eating fat is satisfying, so we 
eat less and our desire to snack is reduced.

NEW YORK Gisele Bundchen, the Brazilian 
bombshell who is one of the last to earn the 
supermodel title, has the luxury of picking 
and choosing her assignments now 

That privilege didn’t come 
quite overnight, even if she’s 
only 28 years old: She has been in 
the United States for ii of those 
years and in front of the camera 
the whole time. 

Bundchen has walked the 
world’s fashion runways and 
has been the face of Victoria’s 
Secret as well as Louis Vuitton, 

Valentino, Dolce & Gabbana 
and Apple. Her newest job is the 
spokesmodel of cosmetics brand 
Max Factor, which is approaching 
its looth birthday and planning a 
big ad campaign to celebrate. 

“I thought it was really cool to 
be a part of something so old,” 

Bundchen says. “I can’t believe something can 
exist for that long. For a business to stay alive 
for that long, it must be really good.” 

She adds: “Imagine what I’d look at 100 
years old?!” 

At a time when cosmetics companies typi- 
cally turn to movie and music stars to get their 
products noticed. Max Factor felt Bundchen 
had sufficient star power. The brand has 
a legitimate connection to Hollywood; its 
namesake makeup artist began working on 
films in 1909 and is credited with designing 
Clara Bow’s cupid-bow mouth and making 
Jean Harlow a platinum blond. 


But Bruce Katsman, associate marketing 
director, called choosing Bundchen “a no- 
brainer.” 

“She’s the image of our high fashion con- 
sumer,” he says. “It’s not so much about her 
look, per se. She’s rocked the run- 
way so she’s perceived as a great 
canvas. We think she does the 
same thing for makeup.” 

Bundchen acknowledges her 
chameleonlike quality and she 
thinks it’s been part of her suc- 
cess. “There’s been the androgy- 
nous look and the classical pretty 
girls. I’m not one and I’m not the 
other, but I can look androgy- 
nous or I can look pretty— but 
I’ll never look too much one way 
or the other,” she says in a tele- 
phone interview. 

When Bundchen emerged on 
the American modeling scene in 
1997, it was the twilight of the 
supermodel era. She says she got in at the 
right time. 

“I think I had the timing and the hard 
work. ... People had been tired of the super- 
models — the things you hear about the mod- 
els not coming to work. I came along right 
from Brazil. I was having a good time, excited 
to have a job— it was refreshing. It’s what 
people thought they needed at the time. I’m 
respectful of people and people’s time.” 

Luck, she adds, also played its part. 
“Sometimes I ask, ‘Why me?’ I’m from a vil- 
lage of 10,000 people in the south of Brazil. 
I’m very grateful for my opportunities.”

A tliree-liour liostage situation at a down- 
town Wlieaton bank ended about 4:15 p.m. 
Friday 

Police did not say if anyone was injured but 
confirmed that the scene was secured. 

SWAT team members rushed the bank about 
4:15 p.m. Two loud booms were heard shortly 
before officers rushed into the Wheaton Bank 
& Trust, at 211 S. Wheaton Ave. 

Officials were seen carrying a stretcher 
into the bank but a witness, Bob Krzyzewski, 
a doctor whose office is adjacent to the bank 
building, said he saw the stretcher brought 
out empty 

Wheaton police, DuPage County sheriff ’s 
police and federal agents in tactical gear car- 
rying large caliber weapons responded. 

Jamar Simpson, 23, of Wheaton, an 
employee of the Wheaton Bank & Trust, 
said he was told that a man had grabbed a 
policeman’s gun and ran into the bank. That 
has not been confirmed by police. 


A Wheaton police officer who was 
involved in an altercation with the suspect 
before he ran into the bank suffered minor 
injuries, and was treated and released from 
Central DuPage Hospital, hospital spokes- 
woman Amy Steinbruecker said. 

Simpson, who was on lunch break when 
the incident happened about i p.m., said 
there were about 10 people working at the 
bank at the time of the incident. By 3:30 
p.m., he had seen eight of them come out 
along with a customer. 

Around 3:45 p.m. , a school bus full of people 
who said they were evacuated from the budd- 
ing were dropped off blocks from the bank. 

The City of Wheaton confirmed in a news 
release that a hostage situation was taking 
place at the bank involving one suspect. 

TV footage showed dozens of people 
running from the four-story bank building, 
which includes other businesses, with their 
hands above their heads. Emergency vehicles 
began leaving the scene around 4:45 p.m.

Southeast keeps eye on Ike 


S MYRTLE BEACH, S.C. Tropical Storm Hanna piclced up speed 
Friday as it cruised toward the Carolinas, promising to deliver 
gusty winds and heavy rain during a dash up the Eastern Seaboard 
that could wash out the weelcend for millions of people. 

Not far behind was a much bigger worry: a ferocious-loolcing 
Hurricane lice, on a path similar to the one taken by Andrew, the 
Category 5 monster that devastated South Florida in 1992.

Forecasters said there was only a small chance Hanna could 
become a hurricane.

Book: U.S. spied on top Iraqi 


□ BAGHDAD The Iraqi government reacted 
sharply Eriday to published allegations 
that the U.S. spied on Iraq’s prime minister, 
warning that future ties with the U.S. could 
be in jeopardy if the report were true. 

The allegations appear in a new book, “The 
War Within: A Secret White House History, 
2006-2008,” by journalist Bob Woodward, 
who writes that the United States spied exten- 
sively on Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki, his 
staff and other government officials. 

The report emerged as the two govern- 
ments are in delicate negotiations over the 
future of American troops in Iraq. 


Those talks already have extended past 
their July 31 deadline and have drawn sharp 
criticism from Iraqis who want an end to the 
U.S. presence. 

Iraqi government spokesman Ali al- 
Dabbagh said Baghdad will raise the allega- 
tions with the U.S. and ask for an explana- 
tion. But if true, he warned, it shows a lack 
of trust. 

In Washington, the White House declined 
to directly comment on the allegations. 
Instead, spokeswoman Dana Perino said offi- 
cial channels of communication between the 
two governments happen daily 
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Palin’s record shows 
complex politician

In the days since Sen John McCain announced 
Sarah Palin as his vice-presidential running 
mate, she has been embraced by the right and 
pilloried by the left as a staunch conservative 
on social and economic issues. 

But a look at her record as mayor of the 
small town of Wasilla and as governor of 
Alaska shows a politician more flexible in 
her ideology as she has juggled the needs of 
governing. 

Palin has supported abortion restrictions 
and floated the idea of pulling books she 
considered offensive from a local library But 
she also drew the ire of the religious right by 
shelving calls for new abortion limits, when 
she worried it would distract from her bipar- 
tisan deal to push through a new gas pipeline. 
She forced through property-tax cuts, but 
also raised taxes on oil companies. She has 
close relations with organized labor, backing 
union contracts on a state pipeline. 

Throughout her career, Palin has con- 
sistently positioned herself as a reformer, a 
stance that led her to tangle repeatedly, in 
Wasilla and Juneau, with people she consid- 
ered opponents, sometimes driving them 
from office. 

“It’s not possible to have a disagreement 
with Sarah Palin and then continue a friendly 
arrangement after that point,” says Lyda 
Green, a fellow Republican and senator from 
the governor’s hometown in Wasilla who 
serves as the state Senate president. ‘A.fter 
that point, she doesn’t see the disagreement 
as being on policy She sees it as personal.” 

The McCain campaign has refused requests 
for comment from Palin, but her supporters 
say she has taken heat for trying to clean up 
state government. 

Beyond her advocacy of reforms in Wasilla 
and Juneau, Palin’s Republican backers say 
her record shows her to be a classic fiscal 
conservative. They note that when she first 
took office as mayor, city coffers were flush 
with revenue from a new sales tax. She took 
the opportunity to reduce property taxes. She 
displayed some enthusiasm for taxpayer relief 
after becoming governor too. 

But Palin has also at times pushed more 
taxes and more spending. As governor, she 



essentially raised taxes on oil companies as 
part of a deal to help update Alaska’s formula 
for extracting royalties off of crude produc- 
tion. 

Her signature project as mayor was the 
construction of the city’s new hockey rink 
and sports complex. Palin asked the voters 
for permission to issue a $15 million bond and 
pay for it by boosting the sales tax from 2 per- 
cent to 2.5 percent. The referendum passed 
by a 20-vote margin, and the city began con- 
struction. 

It turned out, however, that Palin’s admin- 
istration had fouled up the land purchase and 
didn’t have legal title. The matter ended up in 
court, and the city ultimately paid hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in interest and legal fees. 

“Wasilla isn’t broke, but that put a big dent 
in our reserve,” says City Councilwoman 
Dianne Woodruff, a Palin critic. “It happened 
on her watch.”

When Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin sought to illustrate her frugality at the GOP convention 
Wednesday, she described how she disposed of a corporate jet acquired by her unpopular 
predecessor. “I put it on eBay,” she said to loud cheers. 

But the plane failed to sell on eBay. Instead, the 23-year-old, 10-seat Westwind II, was sold 
in August 2007 for $2.1 million to a Valdez, Alaska, entrepreneur-about $300,000 less than a 
broker’s asking price, according to press accounts.

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Notre tame 


After struggles, can Irish put football’s most storied program back on track?

SOUTH BEND, Ind.The last time Notre Dame 
claimed a national championship, this year’s 
freshman class ... wasn’t alive. 

Such a statement once was unimaginable 
to Irish players and their fans. But it’s true, 
for the first time since Knute Rockne roamed 
the sidelines. 

The Irish haven’t been champions since 
Lou Holtz led them to a title in 1988. 

That’s the longest drought in school his- 
tory— but it’s not just the lack of champion- 
ships. It’s Notre Dame’s inability to compete 
for titles. During the longest previous dry 
spell, which began with the 1949 champion- 
ship and ended in 1966, the Irish finished in 
the top 10 seven times. 

So why can’t Notre Dame win like it used 
to? Some blame Notre Dame’s high academic 
standards. Others cite the facilities. Others 
say Notre Dame’s schedule as an independent 
is too tough. Last year, Notre Dame faced 10 
bowl teams. 

Notre Dame has taken steps to address 
some of those concerns. It built a 96,000- 
square-foot athletic complex with generous 
amenities three years ago, and this season 
began practicing on two new artificial turf 
fields and another new grass field. 

The schedule softens up this year, and 
head coach Charlie Weis has recruited three 


straight top-io classes, 
so academics don’t 
appear to be the prob- 
lem. 

Observers, though, 
say there are other fac- 
tors making it harder 
for Notre Dame to hit 
the heights it reached 
in the past— from the 
gradual reduction in the number of football 
scholarships offered to the proliferation of 
college football games on TV, allowing more 
teams to compete nationally for recruits. 

No one wanted to watch the Irish last year 
as they struggled to a 3-9 finish, drawing the 
lowest ratings since NBC began broadcasting 
their games. 

Tom Lemming, recruiting analyst of CBS 
College Sports, believes Notre Dame’s big- 
gest problem has been its inability to attract 
game-breaking talent. “Tbu have to have the 
great players,” he said. 

In 1990, Holtz recruited five future first- 
round NFL draft picks in one recruiting 
class— running back Jerome Bettis, defensive 
tackle Bryant Young, offensive guard Aaron 
Taylor, safety Jeff Burris and cornerbackTom 
Carter. In the 14 drafts since, Notre Dame has 
had a total of four first-round draft picks. 

During that same span, Miami has pro- 


IN A DROUGHT

duced 33 first-round draft picks, Ohio State 
25 and use 17. 

Weis believes the Irish can be on top again, 
though before he took the job in December 
2004 some people told him he shouldn’t 
because of all the obstacles critics cite. 

“We’ve taken all those things and flipped 
those. When we go out recruiting, we ask stu- 
dents, ‘What are other schools saying, you’re 
too dumb to come here?’ ... Or if somebody 
from the South tells them it’s too cold in 
South Bend, we say, ‘Tbu don’t want to play 
on Sundays then? Because it’s cold on Sundays 
in December.’” 

Weis can’t explain Notre Dame’s title 
drought better than any other Irish fan. He 
just wants to be on the sideline when it ends. 

“I’m just trying to get there,” he said. “I’m 
just worried about heading in that direction.”
